Also send a 
copy of this ta Chang Chih-tang, Viceroy, and 
the Oi Yuk Tong, Canton. -We have cabled 
Toung-li Yamin,” ’ 

This information was circulated among the 
Chinese in the colony without loss of time, aud 
the original telegram was forwarded to the Re- 
gistror-Goncral, 

Another telegrata to similar effect was re:

‘PUBLIC GAMBLING. _ 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESY.” 
Sin;—I¢ was with extreme regret that I read 
your leader yesterday suggesting the institution 


ofa gambling farm to enable the Governmont to 
moet thooxt: aamount requirod for fortifications. 

Gambling is only a mattor for logistation and 
suppression when it is~“*publio gambling”, or 
rather gambling in 8 public gaming house or in 
tho street; in either case the essential feature 
is'that one person, the banker, backs himsolf 
against all comors, and thus creates a public 
nnigance oither by.attracting large numbers of 
peopla (who, a4 a’role, are of the lazy and vaga- 
bond class) to-a particular house, or else creates 
an obstruction in the public thoroughfares. 

This question js ons in which F havo takon 
considerabie interest during tho timo I have been 
in the Colony, and ss F visited the gambling 
houses when they wers licensed, and as a young 
man in the Colony had opportunities of seeing 
and hearing 5 good deal thot is kept from the 
eyes and ears of officials and older.people than I 
thon was, I do.not speak without consideration 
when I say that in my opinion ro-ostablishing 
the Gambling Farm. should ba, considered as 
wholly out of the question, 

Public Gambling, a3 I have above described it, 
can be‘suppressed af onca if tho Chiness com- 
munity will sapport the Governmont by not ob- 
jecting to tho landlords being made responsible 
for fines inflicted on tha keepers of gaming houses, 
snd it would-be afar better way of putiiug an 
end to-public gambling to make tho landlorda 
responsible then to hunt to death tho poor coolies 
who are enticed into these dens. 

‘What is wanted in this Colony is security to 
life, property, and honest trade; the smaller the 
number of smugglors, pirates, and professional 
gamblora the better. If more revenue is ro- 
quired, render it diffloult for bad charactors to 
gain a livelihood on tho Island by smuggling, 
pirating, and gambting, arid it will soon be posui-, 
bie to redude the expenditure on the Polica and 
the Gaol. 

Encourage respectable Chineso to settle hore 
and let Hongkong coase to be the oquivalont in 
Chineso eyns of al that is, even in theiropinion, 
legal and vicious, aud trade will incresse, and 
ins short time the ravenne derivable from land 
sould ba doubled, Thore is plenty of room on the 
Taland, but very fow Chiuose care to make Hong- 
kong their home, and that partly because of the 
repntation the placo.has got as being the resort 
of everything that is low and villainons. 

T have seen publio gambling in the Malay 
Poninsuls aud have noticed that there the gamb- 
Jers na a ruloare not Chinese; the latter fill the 
position of bankers or keepors of the gambling 
honses, while the people that are flosved ara the 
dazy, good-for-nothing natives, who will dg na work 
‘anless absolutely compelled to. The: Siamese 
Government has derived s revenue from a Gamb- 
ling Farm for overs hundred years, but I hard- 
ly think that my countrymen will consider’ their 
conduct in this respect worthy of imitation.—
